recollection*. By and by the one who 
asked (juestious and Mrs. Gilbert, who 
answered, became interested in many 
recollections of battle days and so 
much of the story as follows was told. 


Mrs. Gilbert had been Miss Eliza- 


beth Small, born near I'ittsburg, after- 
wards living in York. She lirst came 
to Gettysburg about lSo-5 and married 
Jacob Gilbert iu 1857. Alter the war 
broke out her husband enlisted in the 
87th Pennsylvania Regimental Baud, 
playing a horn. When the order was 
made to change tlie bands into brigade 
bands, he was discharged and came 
to his home in Gettysburg. This was 
before the battle. Soon after his re- 
turn home his father. Samuel Gilbert, 
enlisted and was not here at time of 
the battle. 


The Gilbert family were living on 


Chambersburg street at the time of the 
battle iu the second house of the four 
three story houses erected by Thomas 
Warren on the third square, the family 
being Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Gilbert, Mrs. 
Samuel Gilbert, the mother, and two 
daughters. In the lirst house iu the 
row lived Owens Davis, an engineer 
on the old Hanover Junction, Han- 
over and Gettysburg railroad, his wife 
and three or four children. Mr. Davis 
died several years ago iu York. In 
the third house in row lived Mr. Geo. 
Myers, his wife aud children then at 
home, Miss Mary, Robert. George aud 
John. The last house was occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Broad head, 
who was a conductor on the railroad. 
and one child. With the Broadheads 
lived a well known personage of those 
days, Miss Sallie Heckeuluber. In 
the house immediately west of the 
row, the small brick house still stand- 
ing, lived Uncle Dave Troxel. 


On the first day of the battle that 


end of the town was in great excite- 
ment and soon after the tiring began 
the people living on Chambersburg

His visit to the 
court house was misconstrued ami 
misrepresented so that when the I'niou 
army took posseuuioii of the town on 
July 4th, lie was arrested the same 
day as a rebel sympathi/er. 


Col. Dudley later inj the evening or 


night of the first day was removed 
from the Stable home and was allow- 
ed to go through the lines to Littles- 
town. He was looked upon as good 
as a dead soldier. 
In* Littlestown his 


leg was amputated. Later it was < *ol. 
Dudley who absolved Henry J. Htahfe 
from every charge ofj lack of loyalty 
advanced by nis enemies and secured 
his release from (imprisonment. But 
that is another story to be told at an- 
other tiiue. 


To return to Mrs. Gilbert's experi- 


ences, she returned with her husband 
on the evening of the lirst day to their 
home on Chambereburg street. She 
remembers a Confederate officer who 
rode down that street the same even- 
ing and inquired as to nature of the

Mrs. Gilbert had scarcely reached 


the Stable home when the court house 
begau to be used for the wounded 
Union soldiers brought iu from north 
aud west of towu. There was au im- 
mediate demand for bandages aud 
liut and along with other members of 
the Stable family she became busy iu 
preparing lint aud bandages which j 
were taken to th« court house. 


Late in the afternoon when the re-

The hymn was first published in 1841, 
and although it met with some favor 
it was not until 18« > that Dr. Lowell 
Mason's beautiful ami sympathetic 
music '''(nickeiied int-.> glorious life" 
and gave it a permanent abiding-place 
in the hearts of the people.
